At the same time that certain 
sections of the Chinese have been 
agitating for the abolition of 
exteaterritoriality, jast as if there 
were men in the country, and a 
system of government, capable 
of taking over control without 
any hitch, China has been drift.

totake s hand in setting her on 
her feet again. She still needs 
nursing, ber sicknesa having 
become more aggravated instead 
vf improving, and. her quack 
physicians baving proved their 
inability to cure her many ills. 
Foreign doctoring is called for, 
aod careful foreign nursing; and 
it may be that the potions it will 
be necessary to administer will 
be bitter ones: for Chins to awal- 
low. But who will be to blame 
fer this but her.own incapable 
advisers, quarrelling among them- 
selves instead of uniting for the 
common good of their country, 
spending most of the available 
funds on self-aggrandisement, 
and allowing matters to drift 
from bad to worse; who bat they 
are to blame?

ourselves. She has measured the 
price of sunless cities and mean 
streets: it is death, disease, the 
suffering of little children. With 
that evidence before him, Dr. 
Rollier, of Leysin, in »#.. book 
which we review in another 
column, enters what is perhaps 
the most eloquent-appeal for a de- 
liverance from darkness which 
has been spoken by any physician. 
It is an appeal couched not “in 
words but in figures, for he shows 
that.no fewer than 80 per cent., 
of those sfilicted with surgica: 
tuberculosis recovered under the 
influence of Alpine sunlight. Nor 
is Alpine sunlight differentin any 
essential quality from the sunlight 
of ourowe land. That,too, posser- 
ses the power to beal; that, too, 
is the natural shield of children 
against the attacks of disease: If 
we could roll sway the clouds of 
smooke which daily hang over the 
homes of our people, we should, 
by the same act, make exiles and 
fugitives of many of their dead- 
liest foas. How urgent is the 
need of action was shown only 
the other day, when, because 
there chanced to be no wind, 
London lay under a pall, while 
the surrounding country... was 
bathed in light. The morning sun 
fiHed “the streets. of -tbe city 
with as generous & warmth 
ag was bestowed on any village; 


‘but long before noon these some 


streets were chil] and damp 
With the lighting of fires the 
shadows descended.” Thus child- 
hood, unable to spend Easter 
away from town, lost one of the 
first deys.of espting, exchenging 
it for winter darkudss, and thus, 
without question, disease was 
strengthened in its attacks, . It 
has been possible to create:

bow he fascinates you from the 
‘Moment you first see him, writesa 
correspondent of the Vorth Citna 
Daily News. There is an.indes- 
cribable something—is it his gait, 
bis dress, his face, his talk—he is 
peculiar in evary way and differ- 
ent from everything you ever 
looked at. On his head he wears 
anything that will stick, from the 
dirtiest old rag to the most costly 
fox skin; on his body he wears 
anything that wil! hang, from a 
strong woollen kimono to a 
heavy, rank emelling sheepskin; 
on his fest he wears a contrivance 
designed to keepin the heat and 
keep out the cold, 

The natoral habitant of the Tihe- 
tan nomad is the high, wide, open, 
grassy plateau. There; with his 
sheep, yak, horses, and tents. he 
is perfectly athome. His nearest 
neighbour may be a day ors 
week away but that matters very 
Retle as he is continually sur- 
rounded with his own family, 
avimals and country. The Tibatan 
nomad is entirely free from caon- 
Yentional rules; he is under no 
necessity whatever to change his 
garment, wash his face or his bair. 
The Asiatic plateau is as void 
of society as you can possibly 
imagine. History record noinst- 
auce,where the simple mind- 
ed nomad had‘to dreas for the 
occasion.” In all his rugged 
beauty here he is: he covers his 
body with a heavy sheepskin, the 
warm wool being on the inside; 
this is hie garment by day and his 
bedding by night. The simple 
reason for such simplicity in dress 
may be the fact that the nomad 
is confined to one garment His 
nomadic life may demand this, as 
an accumulation of drbsses jand 
garments would increase his cares 
and baggage. The outstanding 
thing in the nomed’s life is its 
simplicity. . 

THE VANISHING TRICK. 

There is no such thing as retir- 
ing in the nomad's home; they 
have lived and worked all day in 
what isto be their bedding all 
night, the pregise time of going 
to bed is therefore unknown, 
there being no bed to go 
to. When he desires: to move 
or escape from darger he can do 
so in‘a very short’ time. One 
evening we pitched our tent 
quite near an encampment. The 
nomads were exceedingly friend- 
ly and gave us some butter and 
milk, while we gave them in 
return some rice snd candles, 
We spent part of the evening 
with them in tbeirtent and found 
them very interested in what we 
had to say. 

Our experience was different 
from those who rese next morn- 
ing and found them alldead mon: 
when we got up thore was not a 
vestige of yak, tent, nomad, or 
encampment anywhere. They 
were epparentiy very friendly but 
dida’t hke our company end so 
moved on. There we were, my 
companion and I and our Tibetan 
servants, high and dry some- 
where on the Asiatic plateau. 
When they had gone, why they 
had gone,..and where they; 
had gone ‘we- had not the 
faintest ides Imagine the Arch. 
biabop of Canterbury getting 
up some fine morning aod finding 
his entire congregation had moved 
to Boulogne. Thatis one of the dis- 
tinctive privileges of nomadic life, 
the ability to move yourselfquietly, 
suddenly, and completely from dis- 
agreeable company. No planning 
or booking six months ahead’; nn 
hoxes or cabin ttunks to pack; 
no good byes or bad farewells. 
[he simple watchward, Erectus, 
is passed round, the tent pegs 
are pulled and those you have a 
strong antipathy to are left sleep- 
ing on their comfortable camp 
beds) 

Is this the fascination that 
surrounds . the nomad — the 
simplicity of his life, his trem- 
endous propensity for wander- 
ing,snd ‘the meagreness of his 
wants? “Woe settle down, he 
never does; we build- oursely 
in, he moves. on; we follow: 
latest cut, he abides by the ~ 
style. Wo have 4 nice house, 1:-e 
pictures, big trunks, and chi. 2 
ware. The Tibetau nomad wise- 
ly foouses his attention on things 
moveable, like yak, sheep, and 
horses. The only breakable thing, 
be carries: is a 10-centdlocking 
glass, tho vanity of bis- wife and 
daughters on the approach of 
civilization. His chinaware con- 
sista of onecherry-wood bowl lined 
with, silver; this he licks clean 
‘and dry after he bas broken his

Soap and towels and basins are 
things he has somehow learned 
to do without. 


SMELL UNNAMED BY SCIENCE. .~ 


His yak hair tent may: lack 
many things which we consider 
neceasary but it is strongly im- 
Pregnated with something we 
would rather be without. The 
Tomad’s tent is low ‘and brosd 
and snug and like an ocean liner 
sticks tenaciously to its own 
peculiar effluvia. The last Norté 
Chine Herald reported that 
Dr. Scott had isolated a naw 
element and called it  haf- 
cium. For centuries the Tibetan 
nomad has without the aid of 
Scientific apparatus isolated x 
most wonderful compound, which 
so far has not been named or 
classified. He produces it in the 
interior of his yak hair tent by 


exposing old rank-amelling butter © 


to the penetrating iniuence of 
dark heavy smoke, generated 
from yak manure. The inhala- 
tion of this odd compound is 
not very refreshing, so your 
visit to the nomad’s tent is: con- 
Goed largely to the outside. 


You may tolerate his buttered | 


tea, and suffer the incenvanience 
of bis garments, but strong, heavy, 
black, yak manure smoke, blended 
with hard,rank smelling yak butter 
makes you a firm disbeliever in 
the ascent of man. The atomic 
weight of thesd two gases must 

enormous, and they - blend 
with the avowed purpose of keep- 
ing you out of. the nomed’s 
tent. Scientists sare planning ta 
visit Tibet. We sincerely, hope 
they will be’ able to get a sam- 
ple of this interesting efluvium. 
If these men of science succeed 
we shall one day know why the 
simple nomad refrains from wash- 
ing, changing, and combing. 


SIMPLE FOOD. . 
The nomad’s food like his dress 


is not ‘subject to much change. .. 


Ground barley, called tsamba: 
Chinese leaves, called tea: and 
Tibetan produce, called butter: on 
these he lives and moves, grows 
fat and flourishing. Hebasnoin- 
tention whatever of destroying his 
internal anatomy and only when 
an animal conveniantlydies willhe 
add variety to his threecourse 
lunch. The decided advantage in 
this simple meal is that it requires 
very little cooking utensils. Clim- 


bing up a rugged pass, cr.ssing: 
over a barren ridge, or traversinz . 


the level plateau, the nomad can 
halt anytime and anywhere, pro- 
vided there is yak manure on 
hand, and enjoy his simple meal. 

The evolution of pockets, hand 
bags, satchels, and dress cases, 
has rot yet reached the Asiatic 
plateau and the nomad is 
oblivious of their very  ex- 
istence. Everything above the 
the -nomad’s waist band is 
utilized as a pocket, Within the 
smelling folds of his heavy sheep- 
skin garment he conveniently 
carries an assortment of things, 
edible and otherwise. Within the 
folds of this spacious handsome 
garment he may carry something 
like a bag-pipe for blowing his 
fire, a brass pot for boiling his 
tea, a skin bag containing teamba, 


another stuffed with bard, rank- ‘ 


smelling butter, ‘his taamba bowl, 
& consigment of musk which he 
hopes to use ss barter. Even the 


juvenile members of his family , 


may also find accomodation 
within the baggy folds of his 
warm sheepskin. Everything he. 
hopes to sell and anything he 
hopes to buy are carefully stowed 
sway in this bis one and. only 
pocket. Oar pockets brave certain 
capacity -beyond which - they 
refuse togo. Notso the nomad's. 
He can sugmant ‘his pocket 
capacity by increasing the folds 
above his belt. He may have 
five feet of sheepskin above bis 
waist band and only ofe foot 
below, The whole thing is done 
by simply hbitching-this way. or 
that. ° Of course he sece to it that 
his-belt is very carefully tied. ©
